MBE / WBE: This contract will be awarded in compliance with Chapter 2-9 of the City Code (Minority-
Owned and Women-Owned Business Enterprise Procurement Program). No subcontracting opportunities
were identified; therefore, no goals were established for this solicitation.

This contract is for the purchase of one heavy-duty truck, with a mounted concrete mixer body needed for
hauling “ready mixed” concrete to construction work sites. The truck will be assigned to Public Works
Department, Street and Bridge Division to support a new 7-person concrete crew needed to expedite
concrete sidewalk improvements throughout the City to meet the Americans with Disabilities Act (ADA)
requirements.

The majority of the work assigned to the new crew involves pousing new concrete sidewalks, installing
new concrete curb/gutter, as well as installing new concrete ramps for wheelchair access. The truck is a
new truck purchase necessary to support this crew by being available during all available work hours.
This purchase will assist Public Works in meeting two goals: 1) Expedite the installation of concrete
sidewalks, curb/gutter, and wheelchair ramps, 2) Reduce the cost by having this work done by City crews
rather than by an outside contractor.

The truck operates on diesel fuel and meets the federal Environmental Protection Agency guidelines for
emissions throngh the 2005-year models. The City is buying TxLED ultra low sulfur diesel with the
lowest sulfur content available on the market. There are no alternative fuel options for this application.

Six solicitations were issued. There are no MBE/WBEs available for this commedity. Two bids were
received. One “No Bid” was received.

The current bid pricing represents a 22% increase from the last purchase made October 2002, The
increase is attributed to an overall increase in the cost of trucks over the past two years. In addition,
the capacity of the truck chassis has increased from 64,000 Gross Vehicle Weight Rating (GVWR) to
66,000 GVWR, and the size of the mixer body has increased from a 9 cubic yard to a 10 cubic yard
body.
